The  passing  of  Percival  S.  Strauss  brought  to  a 
close  the  earthly  career  of  a  benign  and  beautiful 
personality. 

Sterling  in  character,  he  lived  without  shame  or 
pretense;  with  integrity  of  mind;  sound  in  judg- 
ment; a  seeker  after  truth,  with  fidelity  to  truth  as 
he  found  it;  a  man  of  convictions  and  the  courage 
of  his  convictions.  His  sense  of  duty  was  deter- 
mined by  a  conscience  that  knew  no  wavering. 
Nothing  human  was  ever  foreign  to  him  is  the 
thought  from  a  Latin  poet  that  aptly  applies  to  him. 

He  had  a  fine  sense  of  loyalty, — to  his  home,  his 
church,  his  country,  and  to  his  vocation.  He  was 
proud  of  his  nation  which  he  loved.  He  was  a 
zealous  student  of  her  history  and  followed  her 
intricate  problems  of  the  day. 

In  his  teaching  he  never  failed  to  exalt  in  thought, 
and  exemplify  in  practice,  the  fundamental  virtues 
of  personal  character, — obedience  to  law,  a  sense 
of  duty  and  personal  accountability,  respect  for  the 
conventions  of  society,  love  of  truth,  and  faith  in  a 
moral  order. 

As  sponsor  of  student  government,  of  the  swim- 
ming team,  of  the  tennis  team,  and  of  many  other 
student    organizations,    he    held    a    place    of    high 


honor.  In  the  larger  community  of  Germantown, 
business  men  and  civic  groups  looked  to  him  for 
inspiring  leadership  and  invaluable  assistance. 

The  most  valuable  contribution  that  Mr.  Strauss 
made  to  the  life  of  Germantown  High  School  was 
the  enriching  influence  he  exerted  upon  the  lives 
of  his  pupils  and  his  associates  in  the  faculty.  By 
the  force  of  his  character  he  secured  the  respect  and 
obedience  of  his  students  who  admired  and  loved 
him.  Through  his  sympathetic  understanding  and 
wise  counselling  he  was  a  moulder  of  thought  and 
character.  His  life  was  an  inspiration  to  noble 
living.  His  pupils  cherish  for  him  an  abiding  es- 
teem and  grateful  affection.  Fortunate  the  growing 
youth  who  came  under  the  influence  of  such  a 
teacher. 

His  zest  for  life,  his  sense  of  humor,  his  enjoy- 
ment of  wholesome  fun,  and  his  interest  in  sports 
made  fellowship  with  him  one  of  the  fine  privileges 
of  life. 

With  an  apt  story  to  clinch  a  point,  with  an  ac- 
cumulated wealth  of  spiritual  and  intellectual  re- 
sources at  his  command,  in  unruffled  good  humor, 
he  somehow  inspired  all  who  knew  him  to  live  in 
the  light  of  their  highest  faith.

HISTORY  OF  THE 


As  we  look  back  over  the  years  we  spent  as  students  of  Germantown  High 
School,  we  remember  many  things,  some  sad,  some  happy. 

1942: 

We  entered  Germantown  High  School  as  lOA's,  bringing  Mrs.  Wallace  with  us. 
Bewildered  and  meek,  we  wandered  through  the  halls  looking  for  the  girls'  gym  and 
the  boys'  lunchroom.  Elevator  passes,  lunchroom  passes  and  tickets  to  the  swimming 
pool  on  the  fifth  floor  (which  we're  still  trying  to  find)  were  offered  to  us  at  a  bargain 
price  by  the  seniors.  We  appeared  in  school  looking  like  ads  for  G.  H.  S.,  covered 
from  head  to  toe  with  pins  and  stickers.  However,  the  excitement  soon  died  down, 
and  in  a  few  weeks  we  learned  to  call  ourselves  Sophomores! 

The  Victory  Corps  was  organized,  and  many  of  us  worked  long  hours  after  school 
doing  our  bit  of  service  for  our  country.  Germantown  enjoyed  one  of  its  most  suc' 
cessful  football  seasons  in  many  years.  We  pushed  and  shoved  trying  to  get  on  the 
trolleys  and  buses  (what  if  we  lost  an  arm  or  a  big  toe,  we  won  the  game,  didn't 
we?).  Cowbells  jangled  throughout  the  halls,  much  to  the  distress  of  our  teachers  and 
each  victory  brought  shouts  and  cheers  from  all  of  us.  Through  the  service  which  our 
boys  gave  to  the  teams,  these  victories  were  won. 

1943: 

A  new  program  was  introduced,  including  late  and  early  classes,  and  four  periods 
of  gym  each  week — Oh,  my  aching  back!  We  were  "conditioned"  for  the  new  and 
strenuous  program  we  were  to  follow — One,  two,  one,  two!  Groans  and  grunts  could 
be  heard  in  the  gym  classes  and  students  blossomed  out  in  an  interesting  assortment 
of  bandages,  but  we  pulled  through  and  we're  still  here! 

Our  beloved  Dr.  Seely  left  us,  and  we  set  aside  a  day  in  his  honor.  Will  we  ever 
forget  "Dr.  Seely  Day"  at  Germantown? 

Mr.  Nichols  was  welcomed  by  students  and  faculty  members  alike  when  he  came 
to  take  his  place  as  our  new  principal.  Germantown  has  profited  greatly  from  Mr. 
Nichols"    untiring    service. 

1944: 

Our  football  coach,  Mr.  Webb,  left  us  to  join  the  Navy — "Anchors  Aweigh" — 
However,  we  weren't  disappointed  in  our  new  coach,  "Mother  Bannak." 
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CLASS  OF  JUNE  Us 


That  great  day  when  we  had  our  first  class  organization  meeting  arrived  and  the 
fact  that  we  were  on  our  way  toward  graduating  finally  dawned  on  us!  We  felt  united 
as  a  class  for  the  first  time  and  each  of  us  resolved  to  do  his  best  to  make  our  class 
the  best  class  ever  to  graduate  from  Germantown. 

Who  doesn't  remember  those  hilarious  bond  rallies  complete  with  a  chorus  line 
(remember  the  snappy  finale  to  the  gym  teacher's  skit?)  and  "Frankie!"  We  went 
over  the  top  though,  and  a  bomber  was  given  the  name  "Germantown  High  School" 
in  our  honor.  And  what  about  the  night  G.  H.  S.  took  over  the  Vernon  Theater  and 
had  such  a  swell  time  at  the  special  showing  of  "Laura." 

1945: 

Solemnly,  we  filled  the  front  rows  of  the  auditorium  on  "Move-up  Day"  in  a 
very  proud,  impressive  ceremony.  We  were  indeed  proud  to  bear  the  new  title  of 
Seniors.  On  January  27th,  the  Germantown  Woman's  Club  was  the  scene  of  our  first 
class  activity,  the  gala  "MovC'Up'Hop."  Students  and  faculty  alike  declared  it  to  be 
a  success. 

We  were  proud  to  present  the  "Junior  Town  Meeting"  from  our  auditorium 
and  many  of  our  classmates  distinguished  themselves  that  day.  The  "Clipper"  won  a 
first  place  award  in  the  Columbia  Press  contest  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  The 
efforts  of  the  Clipper  staff  were  largely  responsible  for  this  success. 

Even  if  we  didn't  have  cars,  we  all  managed  to  get  to  the  Cricket  Club  for  the 
prom  of  June  ninth.  The  big  night  found  us  in  our  most  glamorous  gowns  and 
sharpest  dinner  jackets. 

"Move-Up  Day"  came  again.  This  time  it  was  we  who  walked  out  of  assembly 
for  the  last  time. 

The  luncheon  at  McCallister's  surpassed  all  our  anticipations.  The  hidden 
talents  of  our  classmates  were  brought  to  light  in  the  entertainment  afterwards. 

JUNE  19!  That  was  the  eagerly  awaited  date  for  all  of  us.  We  were  actually 
graduating,  a  thing  which  happened  to  others,  but  never  to  us.  The  green  and  white 
robes  and  red  roses  made  a  beautiful  and  impressive  sight.  As  we  sang  our  Alma 
Mater  for  the  last  time,  we  pledged  ourselves  anew  to  a  life  of  service.

Drawing  great  crowds  of  excited  spectators,  foot- 
ball held  the  spotlight  among  the  fall  sports  at  Ger- 
mantown  High  School.

Dale  Mushrush,  and  Jack  Trexler,  tackles;  Bob 
Hardy  and  Russ  Kirk,  backs;  Irv  Leswing  and  Bob 
Gibson,  end  and  guard,  respectively,  all  of  whom 
were  honorably  mentioned  for  the  same  All-Public 
squad. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  season  the  team  mem- 
bers elected  as  their  captain,  Pat  Staffieri,  now  serv- 
ing in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps.  Pat  was 
outstanding  throughout  the  season  because  of  his 
line-crashing  abilities  and  was  known  to  have  "raf- 
fled," as  Johnny  Jacobs  would  say,  quite  a  few  of 
the  team's  better  helmets.
